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prosperity entirely depends on the continuance of British 
rule in India. There are several reasons why the natives 
of India are animated by loyalty aad friendship towards the 
British Government. In the first place, they are gratefal 
to it for establishing peace; providing full security of life 
and property for them, and promoting their - welfare, 
Secondly, they know very well that they are unable them- 
selves to manage the affairs of their country, ‘and. that no 
other European or Asiatic Government can rule over them 
with such ability as the British. “Mr. Meredith Townsend 
makes a most astounding statement. to the effect that men 
of dark colour cannot make such progress as those of fair 
complexion. It is true: that natives never made such 
great progress in political. matters as Europeans | have done 
during the last one hundred years. But it is folly to say 
that natives are incapable of making any great progress. In 
fact Mr. Meredith Townsend is as much justified in -condemn- 
ing natives as being incapable of making progress as a 
native would have been justified in declaring one ‘thousand 
years ago that Europeans, who were barbarians at that time, 
were unfit: to learn civilization, It would seem’ that Mr. 
Meredith Townsend, who saw India more than thirty -yea 

ago, has based his conclusion on his notions of the people 


formed at that time. He does not know that the India of 
1888 is not the India of 1857. . 
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
